ORDINANCE No. 103. 


An Ordinance Regulating the Width 
of Tires on Wagons to Be Used 
Upon the Improved Public Streets 
of the City of Upland. 


'The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Upland do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. The width of tires up- 
on wagons to be used upon the im- 
proved streets of the City of Up- 
land shall be as follows: 

When the weight of the wagon in- 
cluding any load thereon — shall 
weigh 2500 pounds or less the width 
of the tire shall be not less’ than 
two inches. 

When the weight of the wagon in- 
cluding any load thereon shall be 
more than 2500 pounds and less than 
3500 pounds the width of the tire 
shall be not less than two and one- 
half (2%) inches, 

When the weight of the wagon, in- 
cluding the load thereon shall ex- 
ceed 3500 pounds and shall be less 
than 4500 pounds the width of the 
tires shall be not less than three 
inches. 

‘When the weight of the wagon, in- 
cluding the load thereon shall ex- 
ceed 4500 pounds and shall not ex- 
ceed 5000 pounds the width of the 
tire for such wagon shall be not less 
‘than three and one-fourth inches. 

(When the weight of the wagon, in- 
cluding the load thereon shall ex- 
ceed 5000 pounds and shall not ex- 
ceed 6000 pounds, the width of the 
tire for such wagon shall be not less 
than three and one-half inches, 

When the weight of the wagon, in- 
cluding the load thereon shaj] exceed 
6000 pounds and shall not exceed 
7000 pounds, the width of the tire for 
such wagon shall be not less than 
four inches.

Last year when the freeze came 
many a grower was unprepared io 
take the care of his orchard that he 
should and many growers who order- 
ed heaters were left without deliv- 
ery and unprotected. 

The nearer that one can order, or 
the closer the manufacturer is to the 
one who is to receive the delivery, 
the better chance he stands for re- 
ceiving the goods on time and the 
safer he will be. If you can get 
the improved and up-to-date heater in 
California my advice is to get your 
order to the factory in such shape 
that the heaters widl be delivered to 
you on a safe and sound guarantee. 
Many heaters, made in the far East 
and tried out with Eastern oils, we 
have found do not do the work satis- 
factorily on the oils that we have 
and all will use in California. 

If there is such a thing as cer- 
tain growers wanting to use cer- 
tain grades of oil for fuel, these 
growers will profit by letting the 
heater manufacturer take their oil 
and make the heaters that they will} 
order, in such a way that they will 
burn such oil to the best advantage. 
There is no heater on the market 
that will burn crude oil and slop dis- 
tillate in the same way, as the draft 
regulation for the heaters that will 
burn the heaviest oils will not do 
when it comes to burning the lighter 
oils of higher gravity.

Like all molluscs, they 
have no real limbs at all, but from 
around the head there spring eight or 
ten long tentacles, each armed with 
numerous suckers,

ter which it has taken in the sepia 
can shoot backward through the water 
with great speed.
